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THE  GILBERT  FAMILY  IN  AMERICA 


The  Gilbert  Family,  who  settled  at  Gilbert's  Lake  in  the 
year  1791,  had  its  origin  in  Devonshire,  England,,  This  Saxon 
name  signifies  Bright  or  Brave  Pledge .  The  name  "is  written 
Gislebert  in  Doorns-day  Booke"  and  on,  the  Roll  of  Battle  Abbey, 

T<  Gilbard. 

The  family,  in  early  England  was  granted  a  coat  of  arms:

Arms  -  Argent,  on  a  chevron  sable  three  roses  of  the  field 
Crest  -  A  squirrel  cracking  a  nut,  proper 
Motto  -  Tenax  Propost i  -  Tenacious  of  purpose 

Authentic  records  show  that  the  family  "was  eminent  in  the 
annals  of  Church,  State,  and  Learning,  also  distinguished  in  the 
naval,  commercial  history,  geographical  sciences  and  discoveries" 
for  which  the  mother  country  was  famous  throughout  its  early 
history* 

However,  this  account  is  concerned  with  the  generations  from 
the  time  that  Jonathan  Gilbert  (1618-82)  came  into  the  colonies 
in  the  early  1630's,  through  those  family  lines  in  America  who 
eventually  settled  at  the  lake  named  for  them  in  Otsego  County, 

New  York*  This  section  is  now  Gilbert's  Lake  State  Park,  located 
southwest  of  Cooperstown  about  three  miles  from  the  village  of 
Laurens  and  twelve  miles  from  Oneonta* 

In  1926,  The  Central  New  York  Park  Commission  acquired  "this 
beautiful  sheet  of  water"  surrounded  by  high  hills,  with  over 
12,000  acres  of  land  adjoining*  A  dam  of  modern  const ruction 
raised  the  water  level  five  feet  increasing  the  size  of  the  lake, 
the  shore  of  which  was  originally  one  and  one-half  miles*  The 
lake  now  covers  eighty  acres*  A  system  of  improved  roads  and 
trails  has  made  the  most  attractive  places  easily  accessible  and 
the  park  has  every  convenience  for  camping,  sports,  picnics,  etc* 
And  so,  well  over  a  cehtury  later,  instead  of  the  town  which  had 
been  the  vision  of  Butler  Gilbert  when  he  settled  at  this  local¬ 
ity,  there  has  developed  Gilbert  Lake  State  Park  which  has  become 
a  resort  for  pleasure  seekers  from  far  and  wide  and  is  visited 
every  year  by  thousands* 

History  proves  that  migrations  often  follow  wars  and  soon 
after  the  American  Revolution,  Nathaniel  Gilbert  (1723-17&7), 
great  grandson  of  the  English  pioneer,  Jonathan,  moved  westward 
from  Middletown,  Connecticut*  Butler  (1747-1827)*  son  of  this 
Nathaniel,  and  fourth  generation  from  pioneer  Jonathan,  was  the 
descendant  who  eventually  settled  at  the  lake  which  still  bears 
the  family  name  and  which  was  their  home  for  at  least  four 
generations. 
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Jonathan  Gilbert,  the  pioneer  ancestor  in  America,  was  born 
1618  in  England  and  died  Dec0  10,  1682,  aged  64  years,  at 
Hartford,  Connecticut e  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  that 
colony o 

Records  give  more  than  one  Jonathan  Gilbert  in  early  Con¬ 
necticut  history0  About  1645  there  were  at  least  five  men  by  the 
name  of  Gilbert  in  Hartford,  Conn.  and  vicinity,,  One  descendant 
speaks  of  them  as  brothers  and  from  his  will  Thomas  Gilbert  had 
a  son  Jonathan,,  Other  good  authorities  give  the  English  ances¬ 
try  of  our  Jonathan  as  other  than  Thomas 0  .One  thing  is  certain 
that  the  following  records  apply  to  Jonathan  born  1618 ,  died 
1682,  for  that  is  a  matter  of  record  in  the  Colony  of  Connect i- 
cut.  His  grave,  with  tombstone  and  that  of  his  second  wife, 

Mary  Wells,  is  at  the  rear  of  the  Center  Congressional  Church¬ 
yard  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  with  the  following  inscription* 

Here  Lyeth 
The  body  of  Cor¬ 
net  Jonathan  Gil- 
Bert  Whoe  Decease 
the  10  of  December 
1682  in  the  64  year 
Of  his  (Age)o 

Much  is  given  concerning  this  member  of  the  family  in  a 
241  page  article  on  the  Gilbert  Family,  printed  in  the  New 
England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,  Voi.  4,  some  of 
which  is  copied  belows 

"In  1.645 5  about  27  years  of  age  Jonathan  Gilbert  was  a  bach¬ 
elor,  landholder  In  Hartford  and  soon  after  married  Mary  White. 

He  became  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  language  of  the  aborig¬ 
ines  to  act  as  interpreter  between  them  and  the  English  govern- 
ment,  rendering  important  service  in  the  subsequent  Indian  wars 
and  difficulties,  by  his  facility  in  their  language  and  in  his 
resolute  bravery.  He  was  generally  selected  as  a  leader  in  emer¬ 
gencies  of  danger  and  importance.  He  was  a  man  of  business,  of 
respectability  and  enterprise,  engaged  in  the  trade  and  coast¬ 
ing  business  of  the  young  colonies,  possessed  a  great  wealth 
for  that  day  and  held  various  civil  offices,  was  Collector  of 
Customs  at  Hartford,  Marshall  of  the  colony,  a  Representative 
at  the  General  Court,  etc."  His  patriotism  is  evidenced  by 
his  being  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Com¬ 
pany  in  1653  and  Comet  in  Capt.  John  Mason's  troops  in  the 
Pequot  War.  The  title  of  Cornet  was  a  valuable  distinction 
and  remained  with  him  the  rest  of  his  life.  See  his  gravestone 
inscription.  The  will  of  Jonathan  Gilbert  is  included  in  the 
above  mentioned  article  and  a  copy  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of 
this  article. 
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Jonathan  Gilbert  married  Jan*  29,  1646,  Mary  White,  born 
July  1.6,  1626,  died  1650 .  She  was  the  daughter  of  Elder  John 
White  who  married,  Dec*  26,  1622,  in  England,  Mary  Leavit. 

Elder  John  White  was  the  son  of  Robert  Wnite  who  died  June  1617, 
married  June  24,  1565,  Bridget  Allgar  who  was  born  1562  daughter 
of  William  Allgar  who  died  1575 • 

Members  of  the  family  have  used  the  records  of  this  ancestor 
in  joining  the  Colonial  Dames  of  America,  National  Society  of 
New  England  Women,  and  his  name  is  on  the  list  of  Colonial 
Daughters  of  the  XVII  Century,  Order  of  the  Founders  and  Patriots 
of  America,  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  etc.

His  father  was  Robert  Bigg0  John  Stowe  who 
died  Octo  26,  1643  at  Roxbury  was  the  son  of  John  Stowe,  married 
in  1572,  Joan  Baker0  The  Rev0  Samuel  Stowe  married  about  1649, 
Hope  Fletcher  who  died  before  1702  at  Middletown*,  She  was  the 
daughter  of  William  Fletcher  who  was  born  1622,  died  Nov0  6,  1677 
married  Oct.  7,  1645,  Lydia  Bates.  She  died  Oct.  12,  1704.  He 
was  from  Chelmsford,  the  son  of  Robert  Fletcher,  born  1592,  died 
April  3,  1677 » 

Jonathan  Gilbert,  jr.  evidently  was  not  a  favorite  of  his 
step-mother  -  See  footnote  to  his  father '-s  will.  He  spent  some 
time  in  the  West  Indies  and  after  his  return  and  marriage  to 
Dorothy,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Samuel  Stowe,  111 A  complete  reconcil¬ 
iation  was  obtained. n  This  has  been  copied  to  show  how  in 
marrying  the  minister5 s  daughter,  Jonathan,  jr.  made  peace  with 
his  step-mother.  She  was  the  sister  of  Thomas  Weils,  one  time 
governor  of  the  Colony  of  Hartford  arid  she  may  have  had  some 
ideas  of  ruling  her  step-son  not  always  acceptable  to  him.  In 
fact,  her  selfish  temper  is  shown  in  state  papers  and  her  husband 
admitted  that  she  took  advantage  of  the  oldest  son  for  her  own 
interests.  Unfortunately,  the  father  died  before  the  promised 
change  was  made  in  his  will  and  although  he  was  considered  a 
wealthy  man,  his  oldest  son  received  only  some  wild  land  in  East 
Haddam,  valued  at  L  20,  out  of  an  estate  of  L  2,500.

Dec*  18,  1723,  Phoebe  Stowe,  born  Aug*  2,  1704,  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  Stowe  called  junior,  however  his  father  was  John  Stowe, 
bom  Feb*  3,  1641,  died  Oct*  18,  1688  married  Nov*  13,  1668  Mary 
Wetraore,  born  1649 * 

This  interesting  line  of  Stowes  descended  from  the  ancient 
Stowes  of.  London,  England*  The  pioneer,  John,  was  a  proprietor 
of  Roxbury,  was  a  Representative  to  the  General  Court  and  joined 
the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Co*  at  Boston  in  1638  to¬ 
gether  with  his  son  Thomas*  Various  spellings  were  used  in  the 
family  of  Thomas  Whitmore,  father  of  Mary  Wetmore*  He  was  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  was  bora  in  England,  16 18,  married  Dec*  11, 

1645  Sarah  Hall,  died  Dec*  7,  1664,  daughter  of  John  Hall  born 
1584,  died  May  26,  1673  and  Ann  (Wilcox;  Hall*  John  Hall  was  a 
Colonial  Deputy,  etc*,  etc*  Many  of  these  family  lines  are  on 
record  and  compiled  to  be  added  to  a  Gilbert  Genealogy* 

After  the  American  Revolution,  Captain  Nathaniel  Gilbert 
joined  the  western  movement*  He  had  commanded  a  company  under 
Col.  Comfort  Sage  at  the  time  of  Tryon's  invasion  of  Connecticut, 
for  his  war  record,  see  page  giving  Ancestor's  Military  Services. 
With  him  were  at  least  his  son  Butler,  who  later  settled  at 
Gilbert's  Lake,  his  daughter  Molly  and  her  husband  Colonel  Joseph 
Cornwall*  Other  sons  who  came  into  New  York  State  and  possibly 
in  company  with  their  father  were  Nathaniel,  Allen  and  Giles* 
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Families  of  property  carried  -with  them  household  goods ,  stock, 
tools  and  mills  for  grinding  grain,  sawing  lumber,  etc.,  therefore 
making  some  body  of  water  for  power  necessary.  They  came  about 
1785  to  New  Lebanon  on  the  New  York.  Connecticut  border.,  A'ro"t 
two  years  later,  Captain  Nathaniel  was  drowned  there  in  his  own 
mill  pondo  The  epitaph  on  the  tombstone  of  Nathaniel  Gilbert 
(1723-1787)  reads  as  follows? 

"Beneath  this  stone,  in  peaceful  slumber  lies 
Gilbert  the  just,  benevolent  and  wise. 

His  dust  shall  live  and  its  glad  spirit  join, 

And  rise  to  life  immortal  and  devine 

A  copy  of  his  will  from  the  King’s  District  in  the  County  of 
Columbia,  State  of  New  York ,  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
article o  Date  given  "13th  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  seven3"  This  document  names 
his  wife  Mary  and  that  of  his  eight  children.,

Butler  Gilbert  (Nath'l,  4,  Nath "l  3,  Jona.  2,  Jonau  l)  the  great 
great  grandson  of  the  pioneer  Jonathan,  and  oldest  son  of  Capt0 
Nathaniel,  originally  of  Middletown,  Conn0  was  the  ancestor  who 
settled  in  1791  at  Gilbert  "s  Lake,  Otsego  Co.,  Nu  Y.  At  the  time  of 
the  1790  census,  Butler  was  listed  as  a  Head  of  family,  five  boys, 
mother  and  one  daughter,  at  Canajoharie ,  town,  Montgomery  CoD  N.  Y0 

After  the  death  of  his  father,  Nathaniel,  at  New  Lebanon,  N.  Y., 
Butler  with  wife  (Abigail)  Woodhouse)  Gilbert  and  their  family 
pushed  deeper  into  the  state.,  They  came  from  Bowman 8  s  Creek,  in 
Monte  Co.,  No  Y0  (See  will  of  his  father  Nathaniel  for  land  here 
willed  to  son  Butler).  They  came  by  way  of  Cherry  Valley  towards 
the  lakes  known  to  be  in  the  central  part  of  the  state,  arid 
eventually  settled  at  the  lake  where  he  built  his  homestead  and 
which  was  given  the  family  name. ' 

A  ’"History  of  Otsego  Co0,  No  Yc*",  states  that  Butler  Gilbert 
was  either  given  a  grant  of  1.000  acres  of  land  or  that  he 
purchased  this  lake  property  from  William  Cooper 0  This  was  repeated 
in  an  article  in  the  Morris  Cnronicie,  by  Frank  L.  Mills  and  has 
been  family  tradition..  However,  a  deed  in  the  Otsego  CoG  Clerk °s 
office  at  Cooper at own  establishes  the  fact  tnat  April.  1793  Richard 
Smith  sold  this  lake  property  to  Butler  Gilbert  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds 0  Part  of  the  description 
states,  Wall  that  tract  or  lot  of  land  situate,  lying  and  being 
within  the  bounds  of  a  patent  granted  to  George  Grogan  and  others 
and  is  commonly  called  Smith c  s  Lake  Lot"*o  The  deed  is  signed  by 
Richard  Smith,  witnesses  were  William  Cooper  and  Benjamin  Sweet. 

"The  Story  of  Cooperstown"  by  Ralph  Bird sail,  states  that  Col. 
George  Grogan  came  to  America  in  I74J  and  later  took  up  100,000 
acres  of  land  in  this  region.,  He  built  a  hut  at  the  foot  of 
Otsego  Lake  and  was  the  first  settler  at  Cooperstown.  Richard  Smith 
came  from  Burlington,  New  Jersey  in  1769m  to  the  Susquehanna  region. 
William  Cooper  came  from  Burlington,  New  Jersey  in  1783  and  took 
possession  of  the  Crogan  tract  including  29350  acres  and  costing 
about  $50o00  an  acre.  These  records  show  that  Butler  Gilbert 
purchased  the  lake  property,  at  least,  from  the  earliest  land 
holders  also  at  the  approximate  price  per  acre  in  those  times.  These 
lands  have  been  divided  through  the  years,  sold  and  resold,  see 
the  Surrogated  Office  "in  Cooperstown. 

Another  deed  states  that  Sept.  9 ,  1793,  Butler  Gilbert  sold  to 
Benajab  Capwill  in  consideration  of  11.4  pounds,  8  shillings,  143 
acres.  This  deed  states  that  "I,  the  said  Butler  Gilbert  reserve  the 
liberty  for  himself,  nis  heirs,  executors,  to  flow  the  lake  above 
mentioned  nine  feet.  This  indicates  that  in  the  sale  the  lake 
property  was  retained. 
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Butler  built  his  homestead  on  the  tract  of  land  opposite  the 
present  entrance  to  the  Gilbert  Lake  State  Park.  Butler  and 
Abigail  were  the  parents  of  nine  children*  sjbc  of  whom  were  bom 
at  this  time  so  the  house  was  a  large  one*  with  seven  fireplaces., 
This  home  was  burned  and  rebuilto  Another  house  was  built  later 
by  one  of  the  sons  on  the  shore  overlooking  the  lake  and  this  was 
still  standing  until  demolished  by  the  Park  Commission .  At  least 
four  generations  lived  at  the  lake*  the  last  family  were  the 
children  of  Levi  and  Maria  (Butts)  Gilbert*  these  being  the  great 
grand  children  of  Butler  and  Abigail.  Their  youngest  son*  Morris 
remained  with  his  parents  who  lived  throughout  their  lifetime 
where  they  had  settled  when  coming  to  Otsego  Co„*  N.  Y0 

Butler  Gilbert  served  as  a  sergeant  in  the  Continental  Troops 
in  the  Revolution  and  was  granted  a  pension  April  28*  1818 <>  April 
5*  1806*  he  was  elected  by  the  legislature  at  the  first  town  meeting 
in  the  town  of  Otego  as  the  first  Supervisor.,  For  proper 
references' see  Ancestor's  Services., 

Butler  Gilbert  (Nath'l  .4,  Nath!l.  3*  Jona02*  Jona.  l)  was  bom 
Oct.  22,  1747  at  Middletown*  Conn,  died  May  3*  1827  at  Gilbert’s 
Lake*  Otsego  Co.*  N.  Y.  He  married  May  7*  1777  Abigail  Woodhouse 
bom  Mar.  15*  1753*  at  Wethersfield*  Conn,  died  Jan.  20*  1823  at 
Gilbert’s  Lake.

Butler,  the  surname  of  his  mother,  Mary  Butler  and  Walker 
from  Mary  Walker,  mother  of  Abigail  (Woodhouse)  Gilbert,  have 
been  carried  through  the  generations  in  nearly  every  family,  the 
name  of  Gilbert  also  has  been  popular  as  a  given  name. 

Various  divisions  of  this  section  of  the  state  were  being 
formed  in  those  early  years.  In  1791,  the  year  the  family  came 
to  Otsego  Co.,  that  county  was  taken  from  Montgomery  Co., 

Cooperstown  was  designated  as  the  county  seat  with  William  Cooper 
as  the  first  judge. 

At  “the  first  Town  Meeting,  April  ye  5th,  1796,  agreeable  to 
appointment  of  the  Legislature",  in  the  town  of  Otego,  Butler 
Gilbert  was  elected  the  first  Supervisor.  These  records  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office  at  Oneonta,  which  was  formerly 
Otego  and  taken  from  Unadilla  in  1796.  Towns  were  created  by 
the  Legislature  until  1849  when  power  was  given  to  the  several 
Boards  of  Supervisors  and  there  was  elected  in  each  town  a 
Supervisor,  Town  Clerk,  assessors,  collector,  etc. 

It  was  not  until  1810  that  the  town  of  Laurens  was  taken  from 
Otego  and  Lauren sville  (now  Laurens)  was  a  village  with  40  dwel¬ 
lings.  It  was  incorporated  April  22,  1834  with  a  population  of 
about  500.  The  stream  running  from  the  lake  was  called  Lake  Brook 
and  joined  the  Otsego  Creek  just  below  the  village  of  Laurens. 

The  town  of  New  Lisbon  was  taken  from  Pittsfield  in  1806,  the 
eastern  boundary  joining  the  town  ship  of  Laurens  being  the  "Town 
line  road"  which  still  runs  from  Naylor's  Comers  (then  Johnson's. 
Corners)  directly  towards  the  upper  end  of  the  lake. 

William  and  his  son  Edwin  Walker  Gilbert  built  their  homes  in 
the  Butternut  Valley  in  the  more  western  part  of  the  town. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  these  early  settlers  owned  large  tracts 

of  land,  neighbors  were  not  near,  although  families  from  New 
England  were  soon  scattered  over  the  rolling  hills.  Benjamin  Tiffany 
and  his  wife  Eleanor  were  the  parents  of  Jonathan  who  married  Maryette 
Gilbert,  granddaughter  of  Butler.  The  Tiffany  house  was  a  splendid 
type  of  sturdy  colonial  architecture,  the  timbers  hand  hewn,  with 
five  fireplaces.  The  Tiffany  cemetery  has  been  preserved  with  its 
large  marble  slabs  giving  the  death  of  Jonathan  and  two  daughters 
in  April  1850  of  scarlet  fever.  Jonathan  Johnson,  bom  1767  in 

Rhode  Island,  bought  the  land  of  William  Cooper,  on  the  Laurens  road. 

He  died  April  1811  and  is  buried  where  he  cut  the  first  tree  on  his 
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new  lando  Later  his  son  Jonathan  bought  land  of  the  Gilbert "s 
on  the  "Town  line  road" »  Nearer  Laurens ,  Peleg  Carr  from 
Jamestown ,  Ru  I0  built  his  home0  He  was  the  father  of  Mary 
Carr  who  married  Jonathan  Johnson  whose  son  William  Roberts 
Johnson  married  Maryette  Gilbert ,  granddaughter  of  William,, 

There  were  others  of  those  early  founders  of  that  section  whose 
descendants  intermarried  but  these  at  least  were  collaterally 
related o 

Butler  had  visions  of  a  town  being  built  on  this  attractive 
site  but  mills  were  built  at  Laurens  and  the  railroad  came  to 
Oneonta,  so  the  rugged  hills  remained  in  farm  lands0 

Six  of  the  sons  of  Butler  and  Abigail  followed  the  inclination 
of  their  forefathers  and  moved  to  other  localities „  After  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  aricT  "great  development  came  into  the  state"  , 
three  sons  went  "South"  and  three  went  to  Northern  New  York  or 
Canada,,  Only  the  oldest  and  youngest  remained  William  and 
Morris o  Both  of  these  sons  however ,  attained  a  degree  of  pros- 
perity0  Even  th«  daughter,  Asenath,  married  and  lived  in  Michigan,.

The  above  is  in  the  original  spelling.  Patty  Green  is  a 
nickname  for  Martha.  The  Green  should  be  spelled  with  an  "e" 
(Greene)  Eunice  Ann,  Maryette,  the  twins  Louisa  and  Lois.  These 
corrections  from  the  family  Bible. 

It  was  the  sending  of  this  Bible  to  the  New  York  Historical 
Library  at  Cooperstown  that  prompted  the  writing  of  an  article  to 
be  filed  at  that  library.  Now  an  additional  attempt  has  been  made 
through  correspondence,  interviews  and  research  to  extend  the 
family  lines  and  wherever  possible  to  include  the  younger 
generations. 

William  Gilbert  6  (Butler  5>  Nath* 1.4,  Nath'l.  3,  Jona.  2, 
Jona.  l)  was  the  son  of  Butler  and  Abigail  (Woodhouse)  Gilbert 
originally  of  Middletown,  Conn.  He  was  11  years  old  when  his 
parents  settled  at  the  lake  in  1791*  this  was  his  home  until  he 
was  41  years  old.  Presumably  this  oldest  son  lived  in  the 
original  homestead  until  after  his  marriage  to  Martha  Greene  and 
the  birth  of  his  children  -  all  or  most  of  them,  William  was  17 

years  older  than  his  youngest . brother*  Morris,  who  remained  with 
nis  parents  so  it  was  not  until  1820  that  he  moved  into  the  more 

fertile  Butternut  Valley,  a  distance  of  about  6  miles.  This 
moving  day  may  have  differed  somewhat  from  the  earlier  migration 
from  Connecticut.  No  doubt  oxen  and  horses  were  used  for  trans¬ 
portation  in  both  cases.  Equipment  may  have  been  more  modern. 
There  is  no  record  of  necessary  mills.  Certainly  looms  were  used 
for  there  are  still  in  the  family  pieces  of  homespun  linen  and 
wool,  marked  with  the  family  initials.  Daughter  Lois  who  married 
David  Hurlbutt  has  told  that  each  daughter,  seven  of  them,  had 
her  own  saddle  horse  and  that  her  father  brought  18  horses.  So, 
with  cattle,  fanning  equipment,  household  possessions  and 
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belongings  of  the  family,  this  must  have  been  a  moving  day  of  no 
small  proportions,,  This  same  Lois  Hurlbutt  told  of  her  father's 
yearly  trip  to  Fort  Plain,  the  nearest  trading  post  of  importance 
and  the  excitement  over  the  barrels,  kegs,  etc.,  of  supplies  and 
the  bolts  of  calico  and  other  materials .  A  tailoress  came  to  make 
the  necessary  clothing  for  the  family. 

Some  records  give  William  leaving  the  lake  home  in  1820  at 
which  time  5  of  his  children  would  have  been  born.  Other  records 
say  in  1829  after  all  of  his  children  had  been  born,  and  he  would 
have  been  50  years  old.  In  either  case,  he  came  intothe  town  of 
Morris  in  its  early  history.  The  town  was  organized  from 
Butternuts  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1849  <>  Some  settlements  had 
been  made  about  1770.  He  purchased  200  acres  of  land  from  the 
Lull  family,  one  of  the  first  settlers  to  come  into  the  Tianderah 
Valley,  as  the  Indians  called  it. 

William  and  his  wife  Martha  (Patty)  built  their  home  of  a 
good  colonial  design  and  of  generous  proportions.  It  is  still 
standing  and  until  recent  years  when  it  was  sold  by  grandson 
William,  was  kept  in  good  repair. 

William  Gilbert  was  bom  Jan.  4,  1779 ,  at  Middletown,  Conn. 

He  died  Feb.  16,  1852,  at  Morris,  N.  Y.,  married  Dec.  2,  1806, 
Martha  Greene,  nicknamed  "Patty".  She  was  bom  Aup-.  8.,  1784, 
possibly  Laurens,  died  Mar.  1,  1864,  at  Morris,  N.  Y. ,  the 
daughter  of  David  Greene,  born  April  16,  17.60,  at  East  Greenwich, 

R.  I.,  died  Oct.  1792,  in  New  York.  He  was  a  sea  captain  and  the 
New  York  has  always  been  taken  to  indicate  the  city  but  both 
parents  may  have  come  into  the  state  to  Laurens  as  his  wife,

Robert  Whitford,  father  of  Mary  (Whitford  )  Hopkins,  married  May  10 
1730,  Margaret  Fones,  born  Mar.  9p  1702-3,  daughter  of  Jeremiah 
Fones,  born  1665,  died  1747,  married  May  30,  1694  Elizabeth—, 
died  Mar.  2,  1708-9.  His  father  was  Capt.  and  Honorable  John 
Fones  of  London  and  Kingston,  R.  I.,  1679,  died  Dec.  20,  1703, 
married  Margaret  who  died  after  1709.  John  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Fones  of  London  died  April  15,  1629,  married  Feb.  25,  1604-4 
Anna  Winthrop  (sister  of  Gov.  John  Winthrop)  born  Jan.  16,  1585, 
died  May  16,  1618.  These  records  are  from  Ancestral  Records  and 
Portraits,  published  by  the  Colonial  Dames  of  America.  This 
Thomas  Fones  was  the  son  of  John  Fones  III,  then  John  II,  John  I, 
William,  George,  William  Fones  of  Saxby  who  lived  in  1400. 
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Records  of  the  Winthrops  give  this  interesting  family  back 
into  English  history  from  Anna*  daughter  of  Adam  Winthrop  III, 
born  Aug.  10,  1548,  who  married  Thomas  Fones„  This  Adam  Winthrop 
III  married  Anna  Brown*  daughter  of  Henry  Brown.  Adam  Winthrop  II 
married  Agnes  Sharp,  daughter  of  Robert  Sharp  of  Islington,,  Adam 
Winthrop  I,  married  Joan  Burton  or  Burwell,  giving  records  of 
this  family  well  back  into  the  1500“ s.

Sept.  25,  1689.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Giles  Slocom  born  in 
Somerset,  England,  died  1683  at  Portsmouth,  R,  I.,  married  Joan  - 
who  died  June  30,  1679  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  Giles  Slocom  was  the 
son  of  Anthony,  born  in  England  Jan.  1590*1,  came  to  America  1637 
and  settled  at  Tauton®^  He  married  in  England  —  Harvey. 

Abraham  Tucker  was  the  son  of  Henry  Tucker,  died  April  21,  1694, 
married  Martha  -  Joseph  Russell  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Russell  of 
Dartmouth,  born  May  6,  1650,  died  Dec.  11,  1739,  married  Elizabeth 
Rickettson,  born  Mar.  6,  1657,  died  Sept.  25,  1737  at  Dartmouth. 
Joseph  Sr.  was  the  son  of  John  Russell  of  Dartmouth,  born  1608, 
died  Feb.  13,  1695,  married  abt  1639  Dorothy  -  ,  died  Dec.  18,  1887 
at  Dartmouth. 

Rufus  Greene  was  the  son  of  Jabez  Greene  born  May  17,  1673,  died 
Oct.  1,  1741  at  Warwick,  R.  I.  married  Mar.  17,  1698  Mary  Barton 
bom  May  1,  1678  died  Mar.  6,  1713°  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Benjamin  Barton,  born  1645,  died  1720,  married  Susanna  Gorton,  died 
May  28,  1734,  daughter  of  Samuel  Gorton,  bom  Feb.  12,  1592,  died 
Dec.  10,  I677,  married  abt  1628-9  Mary  Maplet,  daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  Maplet.  Samuel  Gorton  came  from  Gorton,  England,  to  Boston  in 
1637°  He  finally  resided  in  Warwick,  R.  I.  Like  John  Greene,  he 
had  the  courage  to  support  his  strong  religious  beliefs.  He 
founded  a  sect  in  Rhode  Island  and  had  a  number  of  writings  pub¬ 
lished.  Samuel  Gorton  was  a  prominent  man  in  the  colony  -  he  was 
assistant  in  1649,  Commissioner  several  times  and  President  of 
Providence  and  Waiwick  1651-2. 

Benjamin  Barton  was  the  son  of  Rufus  Barton  who  came  from 
England  and  settled  where  New  York  now  stands,  married  Margaret  -  . 

Jabez  Greene  was  the  son  of  James  Greene,  born  June  21,  1626  at 
Salisbury,  England,  died  April  27,  1698,  married  Aur.  4,  1665 
Elizabeth  Anthony  who  died  1698,  the  daughter  of  John  Anthony  born 
1607  from  Hemst'd,  England  abt  1634,  lived  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I., 
died  July  28,  1675,  married  Susanna.  Potter  who  died  before  1675. 
James  Greene  was  the  son  of  John  Greene  (surgeon)  born  1597,  died 
1643,  married  Nov.  4,  1619  at  St.  Thomas  Church,  Salisbury,  England 
Joan  Tattershall,  born  1590,  died  1643  at  Newport,  R.  I.  He  was 
buried  beside  his  1st  wife,  Joan,  at  Conanicut. 
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The  Greenes  of  Rhode  Island  descend  from  the  English  Greenes 
whose  estate  was  at  Bowridge  Hill  in  the  Parish  of  Gillingham, 
Dorset  County,  England.  Family  histories  and  authentic  records 
give  this  influential  line  back  through  many  generations  in 
England .  The  strong  convictions,  both  religious  and  political, 
of  Surgeon  John  Greene  and  his  associates,  Samuel  Gorton,  Roger 
Williams,  Robert  Potter  and  others  were  not  always  accepted  in  the 
colony0  However,  they  were  possessed  with  “that  sturdy  spirit  of 
freedon  which  burned  in  the  breasts  of  many  of  our  ancestors". 

John  Greene  eventually  fixed  his  residence  at  Warwick  where  he 
filled  the  offices  of  Magistrate  and  Clerk  o f  the  Court0  Surgeon 
John  Greene  was  the  son  of  Richard  Greene  of  Bowridge  Hill,  who 
married  Mary  Hooker,  daughter  of  John  Hooker,  son  of  Robert  Hooker, 
who  was  the  mayor  of  Exeter,  England  in  1520.  Richard  Greene  was 
the  son  of  Richard,  son  of  Robert  of  Gillingham,  England.  Through 
these  lines  descendants  are  eligible  to  become  members  of  the 
Society  of  Magna  Carter  Dames,  etc. 

In  a  deed  dated  Feb.  14,  1837  (Recorded  in  Book  No.  55  of 
Conveyances,  Otsego  C„,  page  340,  July  18,  1839)  William  Gilbert 
of  Butternuts,  bought  of  George  Carr  and  wife  Mary  of  the  Town  of 
Laurens,  ?8  acres  of  land  for  the  sum  of  $800,  "as  deeded  to 
Eunice  Brightman  and  Isaac  Brightman"  during  their  lifetime"  after¬ 
wards  to  Martha  Greene,  Mary  Greene  and  Phebe  Greene,  -daughters  of 
Eunice  by  her  first  husband."  Mary  Carr,  wife  of  George  Carr  was 
the  daughter  of  Eunice  (Hopkins)  Greene,  deceased,  and  Martha 
Greene  being  the  wife  of  William  Gilbert,  it  is  evident  that  he 
wished  to  provide  for  her  mother8 s  family  although  she- (Eunice) 
had  married  the  second  time. 

In  English  tradition,  the  members  of  this  family  have  been 
throughout  the  centuries,  members  of  the  English  church,  being 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  America.  Soon  after  they  were  establish¬ 
ed,  on  Jan  7*  1798,  Abigail,  the  mother  and  children  were  baptized 
by  the  Rev.  Daniel  Nash.  (See  this  record  included  later). 

The  first  generations  (Butler  and  with  Abigail  and  William  with 
Martha  Greene)  to  come  into  the  state  are  buried  in  the  Old 
Harmony  Churchyard  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  Butternut 
Creek  about  one  mile  above  the  village  of  Morris  and  nearly  across 
the  valley  from  where  William  and  Martha  lived  when  they  moved  into 
the  Butternut  Valley.  Old  Harmony  was  the  first  Episcopal  Church 
to  be  built  in  the  locality  and  evidently  they  chose  this  place  for 
burial  instead  of  on  the  family  lot  on  the  home  place  used  by  so 
many  first  inhabitants.  After  this  church  was  burned,  the  present 
"Zion  Church"  was  built,  1818,  in  the  village  of  Morris  and  later 
generations  of  this  branch  of  the  family  were  buried  in  Hillington 
Cemetery  at  that  place.  John  Gilbert  of  Elm  Grove  left  a  sum  for 
perpetual  care  of  both  these  family  plots.  However,  with  present 
day  prices  the  interest  from  this  sum  is  not  sufficient,  but  the 
plots  are  kept  in  good  condition  by  the  Cemetery  commission. 
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Children  of  William  and  Martha  (Greene)  Gilbert 

1.  Edwin  Walker  Gilbert  was  born  Sept0  19,  1809,  at  Gilbert's 
Lake,  died  Sept0  19,  1867  (on  his  Birthday)  at  his  home 
at  New  Lisbon,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  being  the  oldest  son, 
land  was  bought  for  him  from  Ira  Thurston  and  Philetus  Smith, 
and  his  homestead  was  established  in  the  Butternut  Valley, 
abt  three  miles  above  the  home  of  his  father0  (See  references 
to  this  deed  in  authorities) .  Edwin  was  blind  for  many  years 
of  his  life»  The  treatment  for  cataracts  was  not  well  under¬ 
stood  in  those  days  and  although  he  went  to  New  York  for  an 
operation,  his  sight  was  not  restored 0  However,  he  carried 
on  a  successful  business  as  a  dealer  in  cattle.  He  married 
Lucinda  Folts  Nov.  6,  1839,  at  Shells  Bush  (just  outside  the 
village  of  Herkimer).  They  were  married  by  the  Rev.  John 
Peter  Spinner,  minister  of  the  Herkimer  Reformed  Church  from 
1801  to  1848.  Lucinda  Folts  was  born  June  10,  1817  at  Shells 
Bush,  died  Mar.  15,  1901.  at  New  Lisbon.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  John  Folts,  born  July  22,  1780  at  Herkimer,  N.  Y.  died  Oct. 
28,  1867,  at  Herkimer.  He  married  Mar.  28,  1803,  Catherine 
Casler,  bom  Apr.  19,  1782,  at  Herkimer,  died  Aug.  7,  1856 
at  Herkimer.  The  graves  of  John  and  Catherine  Casler  are  at 
the  front  of  the  churchyard  at  Old  Fort  Herkimer.  This  fort 
is  now  used  as  a  church  but  was  an  important  post  in  the 
Revolution.  Catherine  Casler  was  the  daughter  of- Jacob 
Casler,  bom  1737,  died  1830.  He  married  Oct.-  16,  1766,  Maria 
Catherine  Petrie,  bom  1745,  died  1835^  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Capt.  Marcus  Petrie,  born  before  1710,  died  1776,  married 
Anna. Eva  Kessler  (Casler)  daughter  of  Johan  Jost  Petrie  Jr.  bom 
1686  in  Alsace.  He  died  Aug.  30,  1770,  aged  84,  married  1706 
Cordelia  Demuth  (Temouth,  Dimouth,  etc.  and  even  Damewood) 
the  daughter  of  Jacob  Demuth.  The  father  and  patentee  John 
Jost  Petrie  died  1757,  married  Anna  Gertrugd  Von  Ringh.  An 
effort  has  been  made  to  use  only  recorded  data,  not  tradition 
and  the  following  is  at  least  printed  tradition,  that  the 
family  of  Anna  Gertrugd  Von  Ringh  objected  to  her  joining 
the  Palatine  migration.  The  Von  would  indicate  a  titled 
family;  certainly  she  and  her  descendants  had  strength  of 
character  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  colony.  The 
choice  lots  assigned  to  these  ancestors  at  German  Flats  were 
considered  most  suitable  for  the  site  of  the  village  of 
Herkimer  and  were  later  given  for  that  purpose.  Much  of  the 
flats  were  from  time  to  time  flooded  and  so  without  a  trans¬ 
action  a  town  lot  was  added  by  the  Petries  to  the  original 
lots  of  the  patentees. 

John  Folts,  father  of  Lucinda,  was  son  of  Peter  Folts,  born 
Sept.  15,  1750,  died  1827,  married  Nov.  6-,  1776,  Barbara 
Rasbach,  bom  July  28,  1758,  died.  Mar.  25,  1841.  His  father 
was  Peter  Folts  about  whom  unfortunately  little  more  is  known 
except  that  he  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Oriskany.  He  was 
the  son  of  Melchert  Folts  who  died  1807  aged  97.  This  Patentee 
had  been  blind  since  he  was  80  years  old.  His  wife  was  Catherine 
Petrie,  daughter  of  Han  Jost  Petrie. 
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Barbara  Rasbach  was  the  daughter  of  Marx  Rasbach,  born  June 
17,  1733  in  Herkimer,  died  Aug.  1799  in  Herkimer,  married  1763 
Sophronia  Moak,  born  1732,  died  May  13,  1814,  daughter  of  John 
Moak  from  Switzerland  in  1738  when  Sophronia  was  six  years  old, 
Marx  was  the  son  of  the  Patentee  Johannes  Rasbach,  who  married 
Veronica  Beerman, 

Jacob  Casler  was  the  son  of  John  Jacob  Casler,  or  Kessler,  who 
was  killed  at  Oriskany,  the  son  of  the  Patentee  Johannes  and 
Ann  Margareth  (?), 

Items  printed  in  the  St,  Johnsville  Enterprize  and  News  and  the 
records  of  Rev,  Spinner,  in  Latin,  have. made  valuable  additions 
to  the  data  of  this  family,  much  of  which  was  destroyed  during 
the  wars  in  that  section.  The  items  have  been  helpful  in  the 
repetition  and  spelling  of  family  names  with  the  various  forms 
and  spelling,  Hans  for  John,  Jost  for  Joseph,  Hans  Jost  was 
common,  Volts  and  Votz,  Demuth,  Termuth,  etc.  Old  men  were  left 
at  home  to  guard  the  women  and  children  while  the  grandfathers, 
great  grandfathers,  uncles  and  cousins  of  Lucinda  Folts  took  an 
active  part  in  the  Revolution  and  the  names-  of  many  are  to  be 
found  on  the  monument  at  Oriskany,  This  important  battle  which 
"has  ranked  as  the  decisive  conflict  of  the  Revolution"  put 
Herkimer  County  as  one  of  the  first  to  be  formed  after  the  war 
and  among  the  land  holders  (even  to  the  present  time)  were 
these  ancestors  of  Lucinda(Folts )  Gilbert  who,  about  1710  made 
several  migrations  -  from  the  Lower  Palatinate  of  the  Rhine  to  es¬ 
cape  religious  persecutions  and  the  devastating  wars  of  Central 
Europe ,

"red  house",  became  the  home  of  William  and  Lina,  William  was  a 
great  lover  of  horses  and  a  kick  from  one  of  them  caused  his 
death.  They  had  no  children. 

2.  John  Folts  Gilbert,  second  son  of  Edwin  and  Lucinda  (Folts) 
Gilbert,  was  born  Aug.  11,  1848,  died  Dec.  8,  1925  at  his  home 

at  Elm  Grove,  Morris,  N.  Y.  He  never  married.  To  quote  briefly 
from  his  obituary,  "He  was  honest,  upright,  faithful  and  above 
all  charitable  to  all."  He  was  beloved  by  all  children  and 
animals.  In  1920  he  and  his  sister  Maryette  moved  to  Elm  Grove 
into  another  Gilbert  house  purchased  from  their  cousin,  Eva 
(Gilbert)  Carrick.  He  was  buried  in  the  "Old  Gilbert  Lot"  in 
Hillington  Cemetery  at  Morris. 
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3.  Maryette  Gilbert,  oldest  daughter  of  Edwin  and  Lucinda 
(Folts)  Gilbert,  was  bom  Anril  25,  1850,  died  June  2,  1940,  aged 
90  years,  at  her  home  at  Elm  Grove.  She  married  Aug.  18,  1880 
William  Roberts  Johnson,  at  the  New  Lisbon  home,  in  the  Butternut 
Valley,  He  was  bom  May  20,  1848  at  the  "Town  Line  Road"  home  in 
New  Lisbon,  property  bought  by  his  father  from  the  Gilbert 11  s.  He 
died  there  of  typhoid  fever  when  his  daughter  Edna  was  3  years 
old  and  daughter  Claudine  was  1  year  old,  Maryette,  with  her  two 
children,  thereafter  lived  at  her  former  home  in  the  Butternut 
Valley,  Both  William  and  Maryette  were  buried  in  the  Johnson 
family  lot  in  Hillington  Cemetery  at  Morris,  N.  Y, 

William  Roberts  Johnson  was  the  son  of  Jonathan  Johnson,  born 
Jan.  29,  1811  at  Laurens,  N.  Y.  ,  died  Mar,  24,  1872,  at  the  New 
Lisbon  home.  He  had  been  previously  married  and  was  buried  beside 
his  first  wife  and  his  parents  in  the  family  plot  on  the  farm  at 
the  place  where  Jonathan  Sr.  cut  the  first  tree,  Sarah,  a  daughter 
by  this  first  marriage,  married  Dr.  William  Strong  of  Laurens. 
Jonathan  Jr,  married  April  27,  1845,  Mary  Carr,  born  Feb.  15,  1826 
at  Laurens,  died  Feb.  24,  1904  at  the  home  of  her  son-in-law, 

John  A,  Hurlbut,  at  Butts  Corners,  Laurens  township.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Peleg  Carr,  bom  Sept,  25,  1782,  at  Jamestown,  R.  I., 
died  June  28,  1859,  at  Laurens,  N.  Y,,  married  Mary  Maxwell,  born 
Jan.  14,  1789,  died  Jan.  19,  1870  at  Laurens,  N.  Y.  Her  father 
was  David  Day  Maxwell,  mother  Eleanor  (Nelly)  Van  Court.  The 
Van  Court,  Maxwell  and  Day  families  were  New  Jersey  families, 

Nelly  is  supposed  to  have  come  to  Laurens  to  teach  school  and 
married  Peleg  Carr,  His  father  Peleg  ras  born  Oct,  19,  1741  at 
Jamestown,  R,  I.,  died  April  20,  1821  at  Laurens,  married  Dec,  7, 
1767  Ruth  Tew,  born  Dec,  28,  1749,  died  Feb.  22,  1813.  Both  are 
buried  in  the  Laurens  Cemetery.  The  Tew  family  of  R,  I,  is  record¬ 
ed  back  to  Henry  Tew  who  died  1633.  These  families  intermarried 
with  the  Cary,  Stanton,  Harndell,  Almy,  Clark,  Arnold,  Allen 
Cook,  Westcott,  etc.  families  of  Rhode  Island.  Caleb  Carr  was  the 
son  of  Benjamin  Carr  of  London,  England,  bom  there  Dec.  9,  1624, 
died  Dec,  17,  1695  in  Rhode  Island.  Caleb,  this  pioneer  in 
America,  married  Mercy  Vaughn  for  his  first  wife.  She  died  Sept. 

4,  1675.  He  was  one  of  the  Colonial  Governors  of  Rhode  Island. 

Note.-  Much  of  the  data  concerning  the  above  lines,  including 
The  Carr  Family,  by  Edison  Carr  is  in  the  possession  of  this 
compiler.
